Indiscriminate watering 
of gardens reduces the pressure available in the 
system and imperils the life of the wells. We 
therefore must request householders to refrain 
from using hoses for watering gardens. Where it 
is necessary to use water for constructing new 
lawns, permits must oe obtained from the town. 
Failing general compliance with this request 
compulsory regulations will be put into effect im¬ 
mediately.

The current dry spell has greatly increased the 
usage of water, pverloading the pumping system, and 
it has now become necessary for the town council to 
request householders to refrain from using the town 
water for watering gardens and lawns. A great deal 
of unnecessary wastage has occurred through house¬ 
holders leaving their water sprinklers running all day 
long and drastic measures are now necessary in or¬ 
der that the pressure may be kept sufficiently high 
for normal usage. 

The water system is now supplying far more out¬ 
lets than was first anticipated. Working at capacity, 
24 hours a day, the two wells wills supply 63,000 gal¬ 
lons of water a day. Lately, the consumption has 
been about 54,000 gallons daily, which means that 
the pumps are working almost continually. Under 
this load it is impossible to keep the pressure at the 
nomal 50 lbs. 

A new well will be drilled to augment the water 
supply and in a year’s time the situation may be 
sufficiently improved to allow restricted pse of water 
for gardens and lawns. Meanwhile, the use of town 
water for gardens and lawns must be stopped, and 
compulsory regulations to this effect will be put into 
force if necessary.

TII.LAGE AND 
SOIL STRUCTURE 

Tillage operations to improve 
soil structure are governed by ex¬ 
isting soil conditions. If tillage op¬ 
erations are done when soil condit¬ 
ions are not ideal, great care must 
be exercised in the choice of imple¬ 
ment and its operation. Conditions 
of low or high percentage of soil 
moisture and the excessive distur- 
ance of the soil by an implement 
because of design or high speed, 
are the main causes of the loss of 
good soil structure, says J. G. 


Kemp, Experimental Station, Swift 
Current, Sask. 

One of the reasons for culti¬ 
vating the soil is to obtain a de¬ 
sirable soil structure, which may 
be defined in terms of the num¬ 
ber of small or large aggregates 
in . a given sample of soil. A soil 
is saidto have good structure when 
it permits the rapid infiltration and 
satisfactory retention of rainfall; 
when it provides an adequate air 
capacity and exchange of soil air 
with the atmosphere; resists wind 
and water erosion and offers lit¬ 
tle resistance to root penetration. 

The three main factors which 
determine the resulting soil struc¬ 
ture after tilling the soil are soil 
moisture, method of soil manipul¬ 
ation and speed of operation. Of 
these, soil moisture has the great¬ 
est eifect. The ideal percentage of 
soil moisture for tillage on most 
soils is just below the plastic or 
sticky stage, and good soil struc¬ 
ture Is formed or maintained if 
tilled at this stage. 

The type-of implement used de¬ 
termines the amount "of soil mo¬ 
vement during tillage. The best 
implement is one that will %lve 
the desired results without exces¬ 
sive disturbance of the soil. Great¬ 
er pulveratlon in soil usually tak¬ 
es place in the summerfallow sea¬ 
son, by increasing the number of 
operations and by using imple¬ 
ments of the disc type which dis¬ 
turb or move the soil to a great¬ 
er extent. 

Speed of operation of the imp¬ 
lement used definitely affects the 
structure of the soil after It is 
worked. For most tillage Imple¬ 
ments the disturbance of the soil 
is greatly increased if the speed 
of operation is high. However, 
when the soil has the optimum 
moisture content for tillage, the 
■ speed of operation has not such 
a pronounced effect on the soil 
, 'structure formation. It is when 
the soil becomes too dry or too 
, wet that severe damage will result 
to soil structure because of high 
speeds.

CHANGES IN PRAIRIE Out of the land in harvests yet 

FARM ASSISTANCE ACT unseen. 

A bill has been introduced Into 
the House of Commons which will 
alter the conditions of payment 
under the Prairie Farm Assistance 
Act. Among the changes proposed 
are: Payments will be made re¬ 
gardless of the shape of the 
drought affected areas, whareas 
betore payments were made only 
on rectangular blocks; payments 
will no longer be made on land 
in areas classed as "sub-marginal” 
or on federal, provincial or muni¬ 
cipal lanns: and a slight change 
wll be made In the levy on certain 
mill purchases. 

Minister of Agriculture Jas. G. 

Gardiner said that since the in¬ 
ception of the P.F.A.A. in 1938 a 
total of $43,000,000 had been col¬ 
lected from the prairie farmers 
through a 1 per cent levy on all 
farm deliveries of grain, while 
a total of approximately $125,000,- 
000 had been paid out as assistance 
to drought stricken farmers. The 
difference between the two a- 
mounto had been drawn from the 
federal treasury.
